This complex device consists of 
“eyes” which transmit information to 
a “brain” which in turn transmits 
orders to “hands” controlling air¬ 
borne cameras. The devices “eyc- 
brains-hands” make operation of 
aerial cameras fully automatic. This 
camera control system has revolu¬ 
tionized military aerial picture-taking. 

The system employs radio noise 
fillers which are supplied by our 
company. 

The universal camera control sys¬ 
tem has been installed in over 200 air 
force reconnaissance, planes, accord¬ 
ing to information released by the 
Air Research and Development Com¬ 
mand. Baltimore, Md. 

The system housed in a series of 
modular-sized metal boxes (above), 
replaces a human aerial photographer, 
making camera settings and adjust¬ 
ments with fantastic rapidity. 

Known to men of the air force as 


“Yewkus” after the initial letters of 
the proper name, the device has been 
in successful military operation for 
more than a year. 

Similar systems of automatic elec¬ 
trical control will be used eventually' 
for such miiiLary tasks as control of 
photo reconnaissance missiles or oper¬ 
ation of other automatic devices 
which require split second computing 
for operation at extreme speeds. 

Before development of the “Yew¬ 
kus” system aerial photography under 
military conditions was limited to the 
fallibility of human reaction, judg¬ 
ment and human computing. 

But the new device is virtually an 
electrically-operated mechanical man, 
with the equivalent of 10 hands, a 
lightning fast eye, a memory that 
transcends anything human plus a 
set of warning lights that tell the 
human operator what's happening 
all the time and if something is 
happening wrong, what’s going on 
and why.

Are YOU Ready? 

The suggestions in this article 
may save your life, and will almost 
save you money. Now is the time to 
get ready for winter. 

You will be a lot safer this winter 
and save money if you prepare proper¬ 
ly for winter driving. 

Example: Last year, winter driving 
accidents ct si lfi.150 lives. 560,000 
personal injuries, and S1.600,000,000 
in damage. More than 75% of these 
accidents could have been prevented 
by proper preparation of cars and 
drivers -for winter driving conditions. 

It's true that proper preparation 
isn’t cheap, but in the long run. there’s 
money to be saved. For example, it’s 
a good idea to clean your spark plugs, 
check the timing of your engine, and 
adjust your carburetor. These ad¬ 
justments alone can increase gas 
mileage 20 percent. 

Here, (from the “Prestone” anti¬ 
freeze automotive engineering group) 
arc six basic steps in getting your car 
set for winter: 

I. Winterizing—There’s a little 
more to this than just dumping some 
anti-freeze in the radiator. The most 
important thing is to be certain the 
cooling system is clean and leak tight. 
Flush the radiator and cooling system 
thoroughly to get rid of rust and 
grease. Make sure hose connections 
are good and tight, put in a good all 
winter anti-freeze. 

Change your oil to a lighter grade 
and let your mechanic determine 
what weight is best for your car. If 
you haven’t checked your oil filter for 
5,000 miles, replace it. 

2. Motor tuning—Efficient spark 
plugs are a must — so clean or replace 
yours if necessary. Also check your 
distributor points, generator, regu¬ 
lator, starting motor. A good tune- 
up is important. A general “tight¬ 
ening up” is a good idea, too. 

3. Exhaust—A leak in your ex¬ 
haust system or muffler can cause a 
lot of noise. More important, a leak 
can bring carbon monoxide fumes 
into your car. And during the winter 
months—when windows are often

ICW 2 MEMBERS ACCEPT COMPANY PROPOSALS 


Sprague's Cost-of-Living 
Adjustment Is Your Pro¬ 
tection Against Inflation 

There shall be added to the straight 
time hourly earnings of each employe 
a Cost-of-Living Adjustment based on 
the Consumer Price Index. Such 
adjustment shall be determined and 
applied in accordance with the follow¬ 
ing table and provisions: 

(a) Commencing with the first 
pay period beginning on or after 
November 5, 1956, and thereafter 
during the period of this Agreement, 
adjustments in the Cost-of-Living 
shall be made quarterly at the follow¬ 
ing times:

(b) If the Consumer Price Index 
of the Bureau ol Labor Statistics, U. S. 
Department of Labor, hereafter re¬ 
ferred to as the BLS Consumer Price 
Index, shall increase from the Sep¬ 
tember 1956 level of 117.1 to a level 
above 117.9 there shall be added to 
the straight-time hourly earnings of 
each employe a cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment in accordance with the follow¬ 
ing table and provisions:

117.1 or less than 117.9 None 

117.9 or less than 118.7 lc per hour

(c) Notwithstanding any decrease 
in the BLS Consumer Price Index 
there shall not be any decrease in any 
existing Cost-of-living Adjustment in 
accordance with the above table, 
unless the amount of the decrease in 
the Adjustment under such table 
equals 1 cent, at which time the full 
amount of the appropriate decrease 
shall be made. For example: The 
BLS Index has increased to over 119.5 
and according to our table, your 
wages have been increased by 3c. 
In other words you are now earning

Benefits Provided in New Contract 


Wage Increase 

All job classifications were increased by 6c per hour 
retroactive to 5 November 1956. 

In case of employes on bonus such general hourly 
wage increases shall be added to their earned rate after 
computation of bonus. The wage rates, wage ranges 
and schedules of payment in effect on November 5, 1956 
shall continue in effect for the balance of the Agreement. 


Hospital Expense 
Insurance 

Daily benefits have been increased to S12 a day. 
Daily benefits cover room and board charges and are 
paid up to a maximum of 31 days. In addition to 
the charges for room and board, the hospital makes a 
charge for other services required by a licensed doctor. 
The allowance for these miscellaneous charges has been 
increased to SI 20. 


Weekly Sick Benefits 

The weekly sick benefits under our insurance program 
have been increased to $25 per week. These benefits 
are payable if you are disabled and can not work. 
Payments begin with the 8th day and continue for a 
maximum of 13 weeks. 

Supplemental Vacation 
Pay 

All employes, who as of January 1, 1957, have been 
in the continuous service of the Company for 16 
years but less than 20 years from the date of their 
latest Continuous Service and who have worked a 
thousand (1000) hours during the year immediately 
preceding such January 1st, shall, for vacation 
purposes, be entitled to one (1) day’s pay in addition 
to two weeks vacation. * 

*Instead of supplementing an employe’s regular vaca¬ 
tion pay with the vacation pay additive, the Company 
shall have the right, at its option, to schedule for and 
grant to employes eligible for such supplementary vaca¬ 
tion pay, an additional vacation day with pay. 


Death in Family 

In the event of a death in an employe’s immediate 
family, the employe shall be granted one day’s leave of 
absence, with pay. to attend the funeral of the deceased 
where such funeral occurs on a regularly scheduled work 
day, Monday through Friday, which day would not 
otherwise be a day of paid absence such as a paid holiday 
or vacation. 

Immediate family consists of the spouse, child or parent 
of the employe. 

The day’s pay for this leave of absence shall be figured 
in the same manner as holiday pay. 

Jury Duty 

An employe who is called for jury service shall be ex¬ 
cused from his regular duties except that if the time re¬ 
quired for jury service on any one day is one-half a day 
or less, the employe will be required to devote the re¬ 
mainder of the day to his regular duties with the Com¬ 
pany. 

The employe will be paid for any period of jury service 
an amount which when added to the fees for jury service 
pay, plus any amounts paid the employe by the Com¬ 
pany for any time actually worked during jury service, 
plus any compensation earned for other work will equal 
the amount he would have earned if he had worked the 
regularly scheduled hours (not to exceed 40 hours per 
week) in the work weeks falling within the period of 
iury services. 


Year End Distribution 

A year-end distribution of $100 will be made to eligible employes at the payroll period 
nearest December 13, 1956. All employes having at least 6 months seniority on 1 December 
1956 and having received a minimum of 25 pay checks during the 11 month period preceding 
December 1 and who are still in the active employ of the Company on the date of distribution 
will receive the distribution, less United States Withholding Taxes. Those employes who 
meet these qualifications by December 31 will also be eligible. 

All veterans of the United States of America who do not meet qualifications for the pay¬ 
ment of the distribution on or about 15 December 1956 who were in the employ of the Company 
before they were inducted into the Armed Forces of the United States and who returned to 
the Company’s employment during the calendar year and within the statutory time after 
their discharge shall be paid the lump sum of the year-end distribution less the Government 
withholding taxes as soon as it is practical for records and checks to be completed. 

All those employes of the Company who are eligible for payment on 1 December 1956 
who are on leave of absence or laid off, but are otherwise qualified, at the time of the distribution 
will have their checks mailed to them on or about 16 December. 

Additional Provisions 

The Company has agreed to: Study with the ICW #2 ways and means of eliminating 

certain problems in transfers involving shift starting times. 

Study the present classification of hourly-rated production jobs. 


86% of Those 
Voting - - Voted Yes 

The Independent Condensers 
Workers Union and the Sprague 
Electric Company, on November 28. 
1956 signed a new wage agreement 
for a one year period effective Novem¬ 
ber 5, 1956, and terminating October 
31, 1957 during which time there will 
be an overall wage increase of 6c 
per hour. 

In addition to the cost of the 
wage increase noted above, the 
Company will pay one half a million 
dollars in year-end distributions, plus 
an improved fringe benefit package 
which includes increases in health 
insurance, vacations, supplemental 
jury pay and death-in-family leave. 

The new wage agreement also 
insures the employe against possible 
inflationary affects by providing cost- 
of-living wage adjustments for all 
Sprague employes. This factor alone 
could more than equal the total fringe 
benefits. 

The wage agreement announced 
was signed by the President and 
Grievance Board members of the 
ICW No. 2 and by John D. Wash¬ 
burn, Director of Personnel for the 
Sprague Electric Company. 

Sprague employes maintain thr¬ 
ough this new agreement their tra¬ 
ditional lead of better wages in the 
electronic components field. As nego¬ 
tiations continued on a day-to-day 
basis between the ICW No. 2 and the 
Company, operations went smoothly 
without disturbances. During that 
time ICW employes earned over 
$1,725,000 in wages.

Then the next 
BLS Index is issued and it has dropped 
to below 118.7. Your wages would 
then drop 2c so that you would be now 
earning 7c per hour. However, if 
the Index drops below 117.1, no 
downward adjustments in your wages 
are made. 

(d) If the BLS Consumer Price 
Index in its present form and calculat¬ 
ed on the same basis shall be revised 
therefrom or discontinued, the Com¬ 
pany and the Union representatives 
shall attempt to adjust this clause, 
or, if agreement is not reached, the 
parties shall request the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics to provide an appro¬ 
priate conversion or adjustment, 
which shall be applicable as of the 
appropriate adjustment date and 
thereafter.
